Three-Days' Convention of the 


Coal Continues Scarce-Every bit St*te A^ociutl«n Begins To-cla,. 


of anthracite coal in the ooul yards of the 
local dealers baa been sold and DO prices 
in hard coal are being quoted. Dealers 
find that it is impossible to secure any 
more of the "black diamonds." 


The demand for soft coal ia increasing 


daily and the local dealers are filling orders 
for this sort, which is prepared in sizos 
like the anthracite. Thia coal in lumps is 
quoted in Gettysburg at $4,00 per ton and 
$S,50 when taken as it comes, lamps and 
fine material mixed. Those who bave 
already need this coal report that it dons 
not cause as much dirt and duut as has 
been reported it would, though a lire re- 
quires more atteoiion than when it is burn- 
lug hard coal. 


An excellent plau, is to use bituminous 


coal aud coke together. Thin prevents the 
coal from caking, produces an excellent 
heat and throws out little more black 
smoke than anthracite. 


Some Using Coke—Local consumers 


are buying the coke from the Gettysburg 
gas company as fast as it is produced, the 
supply, however, being limited. This coke 
sells utlO cents a bushel aud there are 
about 45 bushels in a ton, making the cost 
01 a ton $4 60. The coke can be used with 
excellent results in egg and cook stoves 
and iu furnaoea. 
As it generates an ox- 


tfusive heat, it must be used withc&re, 
otherwise the stoves or furnacea are liable 
to be burned out. 


Wood Goeh up -The local dealers in 


fire wood are almost unable to keep up with 
the increased demand for any eort of wood 
that will burn. 
Hickory wood in cord 


Itngtbs is now worth $5,00 per cord, 
though a abort time ago 14,00 was consi- 
dered a good price. 
Onk brings 43,00 per 


cord, a raise in price of 40 cents within a 
few weeks. IlicSory in stove lengths, 
ready for use, is quoted ut, $G,00 a cord, 
oak $5,00 a oord. These prices ure an ud- 
ynnce of 50 and CO cents per cord respec- 
tively. Gettysburg is moru fortunate than 
York where the dealers demand $7,50 for 
hickory. In Baltimore the demand is 
greater than the visible supply und the 
prices Bre advancing accordingly. 


The Heading railroad lust week sent 


through this place over die Western Mary 
land road several CRiioads of the precious 
anthracite for the York city schools. Some 
ot the coal was ',,> box cars, carefully sealed. 
Tbi« Reading coalcompauy is tilling orders 
tor the scbools of the large cities and York 
is oue ci the citiea favored.

The fire was confined to the warehouse 
and barn, and tbe firemen soon had the 
flames under control. 


The loss to the owner of the shed aud 


storage houaa, Mrs. Josephine Roedel, ie 
slight, as Ihe buildinge were but amall af- 
fairs. 
Dr. Huber's ioss will amount to a 


hundred dollars or more. Tbia loss is due 
to the fact that the day before he bad re- 
moved a. large quantity of medicines, 
ayrupa, etc, into the warehouse from 
tbe cellar under his store and insurance on 
these gooda oaunot be claimed, though 
all were fully insured. The usual contents 
of the warehouse were covered by insur- 
ance and this loss, amounting to more 
than a hundred dollars, will be recovered 
through the insurance companies, repre- 
sented by Martin Winter. 


Dr. Diehl had tbe barn iusured for §000 


aud the contents for $50. Tbe contents, 
which are a complete lose, were 7 tous of 
excellent hay and a lot of oats. The in- 
surance will scarcely cover the loss sue 
tained. The two horsee, vehicles, aud all 
the harness were removed without dam 
age, 
the flrst arrivals at the fire assisting 


to save the valuable property. 


Further damage by this fire likely was 


prevented by the fact that the barn of Dr. 
Diehl was of brick aud roofed with slate. 
The large livary stables and carriage ware 
house of Sefton & Fleaiming are near by, 
and had the Diehl barn been a structure 
of the ordinary sort, tbe outcome might 
have been disastrous.

It Will Nover be Known Just What 
Kind o! 


Poison Was in the Coffee Pol. 


Frederick Snyder, a prominent oitizen 


of Straban township, died last Tuesday 
morning, apparently from the effects of 
poison taken into hia system with coffee. 


Tbe exaot cause of his death, jtiet where 


he poieon came from, may never be dis- 
covered, for both the contents of tbe pot 
and of the coffee canister, were thrown 
away, The remains of tbe dead man were 
embalmed by the undertaker before a 
post mortem examination could be made 
or an inquest held. 


Mr. Snyder was in his 65th jear and 


md many frienos. He had been a direo- 
or of the Farmers & Merchants' Bank of 
Ne«- Oxford since its organization.

was also prominent in the

church at New Chester as a member and 
flicer, Tbe funeral was held Friday 
norjning with interment in tbe Reformed 
cemetery at New Chester. 


At breakfast last Monday, Mr. Snyder 


drank poveral cups of coffee. 
So did Mrs. 


Elizabeth Baker, a sister, who is house- 
keeper for him. Both were taken violently 
II with vomiting. When Mrs. Katha- 
•ine Wagner, another sister, called at the 
louse shortly after, she tasted tbe coffee 
md was sickened. Dr. David Melhorn, 
if New Chester and Dr. E. R. Spoils, ol 
iampton, were called in. They at once 
:u«pected the coffee. Mr. Snyder died the 
lext morning after a night of intense sut- 
uring. The sisters are out of danger. 


Dr. Henry Stewart, coroner ol Adamg 


lounty, went to the home ol Mr. Snyder, 
m Wednesday to make an investigation.

nade this statement yesterday : 


I was called to the home ol Frederick 


Snyder, in Straban township, last Tues- 
day evening, to investigate bis death, eup- 
losed to be due to poisoning. The friends 
laving positively refused a post mortem 
examination ; all poaaible sources of evi- 
dence of poisoning having been destroyed 


nd the body having been embalmed with 
undue haste, considering tbe nature of 
he death, so that the result of apostmor- 
HITI would have been entirely unreliable.

Any breed will lose Ita prestige if the 


selection of the beat individuals is not 
strictly adhered to; and all breeders rely 
more upon the exploits of certain mem- 
bers of their herds or docks than upon 
the whole, Jor, no matter bow careful 
the breeder may bo. or how judiciously 
he may mate his animals, lie will have 
some that will fall below the standard of 
exceUeuoe. If ilie experienced breeder 
of pure-bred stock Is compelled to con- 
tinually select »ud breed from the best 
sires and dams it should be more impor- 
tant for tbe farmer not only to improve 
with pure-bred sires, but to use only the 
best to be obtaiuod. But the majority 
of farmers art) disposed to purchase the 
"culls" of tbe breeder for breeding pur- 
poses, and are disappointed if they do not 
secure good results. It Is never profita- 
ble to use na interior animal for any pui- 
pose, more especially when grading up H 
berd or Hock, as the better the sire the 
greater his influence. 
Worthless sires 


should rather be avoided, as they entail 
loss of time, labor and money. Tbe male 
is "half of the herd," for every young 
animal partakes of his characteristics, its 
value depending more upon the excel- 
lence of the sire and advancement of the 
herd and in exact ratio with the inliuence 
of that parent. Pedigree is a safeguard 
and protection, but pedigree alone Is not 
to be relied upon. The form, disposi- 
tion, health dud other indications must 
assist in selection, but, as some aires can 
give no evidence of their value until 
tried, the pedigree should never be over- 
looked, as it points out tbe several fam- 
ilies among breeds that have excelled 
and also the best individuals among 
those families. Every farmer should en- 
deavor to be a breeder, and also to brets<l 
to a standard of excellence, by selecting 
the best to be obtained of any breed. 


The profit froai farming comes in 


slowly, and several years may elapse be- 
fore the farmer is aware that his facm 
pays. This is due to the fact that fer- 
tility in the soil is cumulative, the reaulta 
of the iirst year being but little, appar- 
ent!} , though c.ivery year thereafter the 
farm will increase in productive capacity. 
The system of farming practiced will 
also Inliuence the future of the farm. 
Where stock is a. specialty the results 
are nearly always excellent, and rotation 
of eropa iiid In giving a proiH, but the 
largest gain is when the farmer uses fer- 
tilizers liberally and gives his attention 
to the preservation of the manure pro- 
duced on the farm.

Kev. Edwin Heyl Delk, tbe new pastor 


of St. Matthew's Evangelical Lutheran 
church, Philadelphia, who Is well known 
to many of Gettysburg's people, spoke 
from his pulpit on the relation between 
civic and personal righteousness.

I confess 
that to live that full, rich, pure life is 
no easy tank with our present political 
and social surroundings. 


"The most startling condition which I 


encounter in society and the church is 
the nervelessness, the sense of helpless- 
ness in combatting these social and po- 
litical wrongs, which to a lesser extent 
have overshadowed other great munici- 
pal i ties. The Church is not indifferent 
to this state of things, but she is looking 
upon the situation as beyond redemp- 
tion. The State and city, I am told, are 
in the grasp of this octopus, and it is 
useless to attempt to escape from its 
clutch. This attitude is worse morally 
than the crimes which have beateu soci- 
ety into submission and fear. If the 
evils of the machine stopped with simply 
filling ita own pockets with money, the 
average business man and citizen might 
keep at bis own tank of money making 
without much pecuniary loos; but politi- 
cal maladministration and rottenness 
never store with financial crookedness. 


"In order to secure their plunder, pro- 


moters In our Legislature approach the 
directors of our hospitals, colleges and 
eleemosynary institutions seeking appro- 
priations from the State, with the prom- 
ise of securing such aid, provided 20 per 
cent, of the amounts secured will be 
given to the promoters for their service. 
If the deal fa consummated, how will 
such directors make an honest report of 
the moneys received ? Thus the virua 
of dishonesty penetrates the body poli- 
tic." 


THK New York Board of Trade and 


Transportation calls upon I'lesident 
Uoosevelt to take action in regard to the 
coal miners' strike, either through arbi- 
tration or by an Investigation of the din- 
pule. Resolutions were unanimously 
passed calling tbe President's attention 
to chapter IOCS, section Cl, of tbe Laws 
of tbe United States, which has reference 
to differences between railroad trans- 
portation companies. During the big 
Pullman strike years ago President 
Cleveland adopted tbe course proposed 
in this case and it took only IS days to 
conclude the investigation.
